BE GIVES UP HOPE OF NEW YORK, 


And Hopes to Capture Some Dem- 
ocratic States, 


WEST VIRGINIA TO BE THE FIELD 


Whereupon Steve Elkins Will Display 
His Ability—Blaine and the Prosi- 
dent on Bad Terma, 


Wasurnaton, February 16.—[Special.)—It 
fg given out here that Secretary of War 
Stephen B. Elkins will be the republican can- 
didate for governor of West Virginia. 

Elkins is perhaps the wealthiest man in 
West Virginia. He has extensive mining and 
manufac:uring interests in that state and is 
perhaps the strongest republican in its borders. 

President Harrison has given up all idea of 
carrying New York in the next presidential 
election, but he has‘an idea that with Elkins 
candidate for governor he can carry West 
Virginia, which would prevent the eleotion of 
a democratic president, evén though Con- 
necticut's vote goes with New York, Indiana 
aud New Jersev. But to do this he would 
have to get all Michigan’s electors. Still the 
democrats could elect without Connecticut, 
ifthey secured six electoral. votes from Michi- 
gar. 

The republican plan is to make, Indiana, 
Connecticut and West Virginia their battle 
ground. They accede New York and New 
Jersey to the democrats 4nd will put no money 
into either state, but will expend the large 
part of their campaign funds in the other 
three. 

Elkins believes he can be elected governor 
of West Virginia and carry the state for Harri- 
son. lie doesnot want to make the race, 
howerer, but thdt was a part of the deal by 
which be was made secretary of war. 

There Is War Between Them. 

Thero is the best of evidence to prove that 
tlie relations between the president and Secre- 
tary B!aine, which haye long been represented 
as strained, have become so yirulent that each 
never ovérlooks even the pettiest opportunity 
either to harass or insult the other. 

The gossip about the appointment of Will- 
iam N. Grinnell, the new third assistant secre- 
tary of stgie, has many external facts of real 
substautiation, and its internal composition is 
consigtent throughout. John B. Moore was, 
unti] seme weeksago, the occupant of this po- 
sition, and he had the regularly allotted room, 
the gcergeous upholstery of which is relieved 
by a huge portrait of the bey of Morocco, the 
akound of Swat, or some other gignitary of an 
unfamiliar clime. 

' Moore was allowed to retain his position 
until Le completed a valuable treatiso on ex- 
tradition. It has beén for years the precedent, 
in the solemn and unchanging recesses known 
as the state department, to promote the chief 
of the diplomatic bureau to any vacancy in 
the third secretaryship. Mr. Blaine natufally 
asked for the advancement of Theodore W. 
Cridier to the vacancy. But, in exact accord- 
ance with the spiteful procedure now obtain- 
ing, the president nominated Mr: Grinnell, 
who is nephewa of Vice President Morton, and 
who contributed $2,500 to the ‘‘blocks of five,’’ 
in,18ss. 

Mr. Blaine neatly countered upon this. im- 
position of an unwelcome assistant by s0 
arranging the office rcoms as to leave him 
without a local habitation, and almost with- 
out a -uame. The gorgeously caparisoned 
room hereinbefore described is now exclu- 
sively occupied by ex-Minister Foster, and 
Mr. Diaine appears to think that the apart- 
ment is too small to allow even desk room for 
the new assistant secretary. There have been 
suggestions that he take up his quarters 
in the elevator, which moves’. with 
that ‘‘never-git-thar’” slowness which is 
an essential characteristic of the state depart- 
ment business. There are now in the pigeon- 
holes ci the white house just forty-nine consu- 
lat recommendations made by Mr. Blaine, 
upon which the president has failed to act, and 
the probabilities are that he will reject them 
all without submitting any diagram of the 
reasons to Mr. Blaine. 

It has become an interesting topic about the 
State department as to how long the third as- 
sistant secretary will remain about the corri- 
dors of the department before Secretary 
Blaine provides him with a room. 

Colonei Moses’s Work. 

Colone! Moses, of Georgia, is making quite a 
feputation on the committee of agriculture. 
Colonel-Moses is a fluent speaker and a clear- 
headed man, andin the hearings that have 
been going on before that committee fora 
week or more on the option bill, Mr. Moses 
has demonstrated that he is a man of 
thorough practical knowledge. He has shown 
the representatives of boards of trades and 
Stock and produce exchanges that he knows 
something about speculations himself, and has 
succeeded in winding up some of the shrewdest 
business men and speculators that have ap- 
peared before this committee in opposition to 
the bill. 

Fd Angier’s Story. 


Colonel Ed Angier, of Atlanta, was here a 
few days ago, and told a Post reporter this 
story about General Longstreet: 

“I heard General Mosby tell a very exciting 
story of a duel that came near being fought by 
General Longstreet and Genoral A. P. Hill 
during the Virginia campaign. 

‘Mosby says that the battle of Gaines’s mill 
Was fought and won almost exclusively by 
Longstreot’s Georgia soldiers. A paper pub- 
lished in Richmond, called The Richmond 
Examiner, gave a very extensive doscrip- 
tion of the battle, but gave all the credit 
to General A. P. Hill, who was also in the 
The paper gave the Georgia gen- 

eral and the Georgia soldiers no praise at all. 
Longstreet’s adjutant called his attention to it 
With a yehement protest. The men were all 
angered that after winning such a hard-fought 
battle they should be robbed of their rightful 
Claim to the victory. Longstreet ordered: his 
adjutant to reply toitin the same paper, 
Which he did. General Hill wrote to find out 
Who it was who had stamped his account of 
the battle as false, and Longstreet, somewhat 
provoked, wrote on the back of Hfll’s leiter 
that he himself didit, This, with the man- 
mer in which ‘twas given, caused Hil] to 
send a challenge to Longatrest, 
which Lee’s old war horse was quick toaccept. 
Everything was being arranged for the fight 
wken General Lee heard of it, and rushed in 
upon the scene and commanded Longstreat to 
Seas orhe would send him from the army.

terfere with the legitimate ‘futures’ dealer, only 
with the defler in ‘futures’ who undertook t> ma- 
nipulate the market. Whenever a speculator 
could ‘horn’ off the mill men he could control the 

rice of futures, Two years ago, it looked as if a 

Aiverpool man had ‘got the market where he 
wanted it,’ and for nearly two months ‘spots’ were 
as high as ‘futures.’ The milis came into the mar- 
ket and then speculaters could not control 
things.’”’ In his opinion there was no question but 
that the present system was bad for the pro- 
ducer. Before the crop was put into the ground 
the speculator fixed the prices and went off to 
Europe. When he got back he sold enough 
“futures” to keep “spot” cotton at his price and 
held it there from time to time. ‘

COLONEL SIMPSON’S FLIGHT. 


He Carried Off with Him at Least $300,000 
of Other People’s Money. 

DALLAS, Tex., February 16.—Colonel J. B. 
Simpson, well known throughout the south and 
Texas especially, who has been atthe head of a 
dozen business tirins in Dallas, is absent, and 
numbers of creditors and people who haye -been 
duped aré looking for him. The grand jury, it is 
reported, hasj found several indictments against 
him and the air is filled with rumors of crooked 
transactions. A rumor was circulated yesterday 
thathe had committed suicide at Hot Springs, 
where he had gonefor his health, but it was 
learned from one of the largest creditors that 
Simpson was on the ocean en route either to Eu- 
rope ot South America. A year ago prudent bus- 
iness men predictéd that Simpson was going too 
fast and would come toan abruptend. His ca- 
reer has been so glittering andthe crush so sud- 
den and so cumplete that his flight is regarded as 
a we bowed the solution of which is bound to im- 
plicate him to such an extent as to exile him from 
this country. itis estimated that he got away 
with at jeast three hundred thousand dollars in 
cool casb.

John Henry Shot and Killed By Mr. J. C.

GREENVILLE, 8. C., February 16.—[{Special.]—A 
negro, named John Henry, was killed Saturday 
afternoon last by J. C. McKinney, on the place of 
Daniel Wilson, in Andersen county near the line 
of Dickens county, Seuth Carolina. 
Henry had been involved in a 
difticulty with another negro, in 
‘which he struck the negro on the head with a 
yiece of iron, injuring him seriously. He went to 
ir. Wilson’s place, boasting that he had killed 
one negro and intended killing another. Mr. 
Wilson endeavored to pacify him, when he be- 
came abusive and struck Mr. Wilson witha heavy 
stick. Mr. McKinney, who had just started out 
hunting, was standing near when the negro 
struck Mr. Wilson. Hetold Henry not to do 80 
again. This seemed to enrage him 
more, and, turning on Mr. McKinney, he 
attempted to strike himalso. As he did so Mr. 
McKiuney raised his gun and fired, killing Henry 
instantly. At the inquest the jury decided that 
the killing was done in se!f-defense.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 16.—A special 
from <Areadia,gDeSoto county, Florida, to The 
Evening Telegram, says: Bert Hard, foreman of 
the Moorehead phosphate works, was sworn in as 
a deputy sheriff; in company with several others, 
in order to keep order during a circus perform- 
ance here. About 10 o’cloek Hard attempted to 
arrest a negro named Walter Austin, when the 
latter shot him through the heart witha Win- 
chester rifle. Hard died instantly. The negro 
eseaped and a posse started in pursuit, and late 
Sunday night captured the murderer many miles 
away. They brought him back and concealed him 
in the woods near town. Last night they 
hanged him to an oak tree near where he 
shot Hard. At noon today the body was still un- 
buried. Hard’s remains were sent to Wadsworth,

But Both Questions Will Have 
Their Day in the House. 


THE PROGRAMME HAS BEEN ARRANGED, 


By Which the Important Comniittes Be- 
[ports Will Be Considered Expedi- 
tiously and in Order. 


Wasntnoton, February 16.—[Specia].]—For 
several days past the anti-free coinage news- 
papers and peaple have been proclaiming it to 
the.world that the silver. men of the house 
were attempting to throttle the tariff question 
with silver: The goldbugs have indeed been 
attempting to make it appear that the free 
coinage men held that the silver question and 
not the tariff question was the great political 
question of this country, 

The free coinage men are doing nothing of 
the kind. They have gotten up a petition to 
the committee on rules, signed by a majority 
of the democrats of the house, to have a time 
set apart for the consideration of the- free coin- 
age bill. 

Mr. Pierce, of Tennessee, sho has been the 
leader in getting up this petition, said today: 
_ “The silyer men are not trying to displace 
the tariff. We belicve in both tariff reform 
and the free coinage of silver. Westand by 
the record of the democratic party on both. 
We want both. We simply wantit assured 
that silver will not be choked off. We are 
perfectly willing to place the silver quostion 
after the tariff question. All we want to know 
is that the house wili have an opportunity to 
vote for a free coinage bill within a reasonable 
time.” , 

The programme for the proceedings of the 
house, as now arranged, is for the free wool bill 
to be taken up about Tuosday of next week. 
Its consideration will, perhaps, consume three 
weeks, Then the silver question will be 
brought before the house and disposed of. By 
that time a number of appropriation bills will 
be ready, and they will be passed In rapid suc- 
cession. Then otherseparate tariff bills will 
make their appearance from the ways and 
means committee. They will be adopted and 
sent to the senate, and congress will adjourn 
ag early as possible. 

There bas been some talk of combining free 
binding twine and free cotton ties in the same 
bill, but it has been discovered that these two 
articles are in separate sehedules of the Me- 
Kinley tariff law and will therefore have to 
be in separate bills. Itis believed, however. 
that both of these bills will pass the house. It 
is likewise probable that the binding twine 
bill will pass the senate; but grave fears are 
entertained for the cotton tie bill in that body, 

Axi Attempt at Filibustering. 


The anti-free coinage men of the house 
showed their teeth and exhibited much ugli- 
ness of manner today. After the morning 
hour a motion was mado -to proceed to the 
business on the calendar in order to clear it. 
The goldbugs looked upon the motion with 
suspicion. They seemed to believe it an effort 
to make an opening for the consideration of 
the silver bill and fought it with the vigor of 
a hungry dog endeavoring fo hold a stolen bone. 
Mr. Tracy, of New York, came forward as the 
leader of the anti-free coinage men 
and proceeded to filibuster. He gave no 
reason for his tactics, but simply made dila- 
tory motions for recess and adjournment, and 
called the yeas and nays on each until the 
entire day had been consumed. 

Apparently Mr. Tracy and his followers did 
not know that they were making a useless and 
senseless fight. No amount of filibustering 
can sidetrack the silver bill. Mr. Bland and 
Mr. Pierce, the two most enthusiastic free 
coinage men of the house, conferred with the 
speaker this morning about a day for the con- 
sideration of the Bland bill. The speaker as- 
sured them that as soon as General Catchings 
returns the committee on rules will consider 
the matter and bring. in an order fixing a 
time for action upon the measure. The 
speaker is anxious that the bill shall be

Harrison and Silver. 

At the beadquarters of the national silver 
committee, presided overjby several western 
men here, the information is given out that 
President Harrison will sign the Bland free 
coinage bill, if it goes to him with the section 
about coining to the French standard of 400 
grains to the dollar stricken out. 

As to whether Mr. Hagrison has made any 
such statement as this opinion is divided. The 
enthusiastic free silver men say he would sign 
the bill because he fears to veto it, but the 
goldbugs say he would veto the bill the day it 
reached him. 

The single standard men are using against 
free Coinage the argument that were a bill to 
go to the president and should he veto it the 
eastern democratic papers would strongly en- 
dorse bis action, andin so doing antagonize 
the democratic party to its injury in the cam- 
paign. 

If the president is forced to act upon 
this question, and itis believed he will be, it 
will place him in a@ very embar- 
rassing position politically. By veto 
ing it he would injure himself 
materially in the west, and perhaps might 
lose one or two states. To sign it would 
injure him in the east and make several states 
that are called doubtful, against him sure. 

For these reasons Mr. Harrison is hoping 
that no free coinage bill will be sent to the 
white house. 

Answering Mugwump Lies.

CORBETT FOUGHT THREE. 


The Slugging Match at Madison Square 
Garden Last Night. 

New York, February 16.—Ten thousand people 
Saw tho boxing ,if such it may be termed, at Madi- 
so Square garden tonight, and 10,000 people were 
trampled on, bruised and clubbed in trying to 
give up their $2 tickets. The crush at the door 
‘g@s something unprecedented, and an inadequate 
“police foree, even aiGed by rosewood clubs, freely 
used, was utterly insufficient to cope with it. This 
great crowd was attracted by advertisements 
which for three weeks past have announced that 
James Corvett, of California, would meet three 
men of his own class tonight. 


Joe Lannon, formerly John L. Sullivan’s spar- 
ring partner, was the only one of the three named. 
William Muldoon, the wrestler, was master of 
ceremonies. ° 

When Corbett appeared, he was greeted with 
greatapplause. He weighed 195 pounds. Mjke 
Donovan and Mike Daly were behind Corbett, 
Four-ounce Pores were used. 

Spilling, of Rochester, was first to meet Corbett. 
The men had only been fighting two minutes, 
when Spilling was knocked down, only to rise and 
be knocked down again, 

Police Captain Reilly sprang to the ring, but 
did not interfere, for Spilling was clearly knocked 
out. Tom Chaffee, of Philadelphia, next appeared 
and = up his hands against Corbett. Chaffee 
stood up just fifty seconds, when he fell to avoid 
punishment, and was so clearly at the mercy of 
the Californian that Captain Reilly ordered him 
off the platform. . 

Heavier Gloves Used. 

Then came Joe Lannon, of Providence, con- 
queror of Godfrey. Before they shook hands, 
however, the police ordered Corbett and Lannon 
to put on six-ounce gloves, and they had to do so. 

In the first round Corbett,try as he would, 
could not reach Lannon with any force. The 
second round was a repetition_of the first, Lannon 
fighting on the defensive, and Corbett being un- 
able todo much with him. He got in one envy 
blow on Lannon’s jaw, but that was about all. 

In the third round Corbett started in witha 
rush and forced Lannon all over the ring.

He Now Has 138 Votes in New 
York. 


ONLY THREE ELECTED AGAINST HIM. 


Cieveland Seems to Be Out of the 
Race. 


EAST TENNESSEE COMING INTO LINE 


For the Man Who Can Carry Not Only 
_.New York, but the Whole 
Country. 


ALBANY, N. Y., February 16.—[Special.J— 
Reports of conventions held in the interior of 
the state today have come in very slowly. 

They allscem to be waiting till the last 
moment, when there will be a great rush. 

A very brisk fight was made in Niagara 
county, first district, but after a little 
scrimmage all opposition was abandoned in 
favor of Hill, who will be represented by three 
staunch men. Saratoga, first. district, has 
chosen three Hill delegates, as has also Scho- 
harie county. , 

Wn Ulster county, first district, after a spir- 
ited contest and its adoption of resolutions 
complimentary to Senator Hill, and endorsing 
the action of the state soummittee, the conven- 
tion unanimously chose three Hill representa- 
tives. In Batavia, Genesee county, the elec- 
tion of delegates to the democratic state con- 
vention took place last night, three Hill dele- 
gates being elected. In Dunkirk, séecond dis- 
trict of Chautauqua county, three Hill dele- 
gates have been elected, and resolutions 
adopted endorsing the midwinter convention. 

The delegates chosen to represent Hill now 
numbers 138, for Cleveland 3 andone con- 
The Cleveland forces seom to 
have lost all control in the interior of the 
state, and will confine their attention wholly 
to New York and Kings county. 

Is Mr. Cleveland a Candidate? 

It isa question whether Mr. Cleveland can 
be looked upon or recognized as a candidate 
fur the presidency from this state. Sagacious 
observers haye conceded the strength of Hill, 
not onlyin this stato, but affirm that he is 
gaining in popular favor throughout the west. 

It is satisfactory to observe that the great 
majority of protests against the nomination of 
David B. Hill are backed with the declaration 
that the kickers intend to support the demo- 
cratic nominee, Hill or no Hill. _The contem- 
plated action of some of the eastern states in 
calling un early conveiftion may be character- 
ized as unwarranted. 

Senator Hill says that in all probability the 
convention will finish up its work in one day, 
in a few hoursin fact. They will meet at 
noon, perfect the organization of the conven- 
tion, and adjourn till about 4 o’clock p. m# 
when they will reassemb’e to make the nomi- 
nations, and at 6.0’olock p. m., ought to be all 
through. It “is not sits the year 468i that a 
state eonvention has beet! held in this city. 
On that dcecasion Senator Hill was-the chair- 
man, and the occasion is made more memor- 
able by reason of the great excitement that 
prevailed, and which finally resulted- in the 
nomination of Cleveland for governor.

General J. C. J. Williams, probably the 
most prominent democrat.in this end of the 
state, and a power over the state in politics, 
has come out boldly for Hill. 

In an interview General Williams says that 
while he admires Cleveland for his services to 
his country and party, heis not the man to 
nominate, and that he would be defeated in 
New York. General Williams is doing all in 
his power here for Hill, and other prominent 
men are joiningtin. There is not much doubt 
but that a Hill delegation will go from this 
end of the state to the conven- 
tion at Nashville, . which selects 
delegates to the national convention.

The public will understand that the controversy 
out of which the suit grew, is one between our- 
selves on the one side, and Messrs. Hoppie and 
Lanier on the other side. Mr. A. P. Stewart 
is a party defendant tothe case; and the neces- 
sity for making him such arose in this Way: 
While the road was being constructed the com- 
pany became indebted tothe Southern Banking 
and Trust Company inthe sum of about thirty- 
two thousand dollars. A syndicate composed of 
H. M. Atkinson and others became the owners of 
one-half of the stock of the company, and, in 
order to Satisfy them, it was mutually agreed that 
we should transfer one share of stock, and the At- 
kinson syndicate one share of Stock, to A. P 
Stewart, as trustee, with and unon the under- 
Standing that Stewart should become a director 
in the company and vote that stuck until the 
Southern Banking and Trust Company was paid 
off the money which the company owed it. Later 
on Messrs. Lanier & Hoppie made an agreement 
os rage Syndicate for the purchase of

anier & Hoppie paid on this purchas 2,00: 
They undertook to sell the bonds of the Seeman 
and were to receive 5 cents on the dollar on the 
bonds sold.

from the treasury of the company, and these sums 
they paid to the Atkinson syndicate on account of 
the stock bought of them. 

Inthe meantime, we made a contrict with 
Lanier & Lloppie that the affairs of the ‘company 
shoul] be managed by four dlirectors, we being 
two,and Lanier & iioppie the other two, an 
that this arranrement should go into effect as 
soon as the Southern Banking and Trust Coim- 

any was paid off. The Southern Bankipg and 

trust Coi:pany was paid off about the 8th day of 
Novenitér, 186, whereupon George R. DeSaussure 
and H. M. Atkinson resigned their offices as di- 
rectors, and Lanier & Hoppie were clected in 
their stead. 

We then notified DeSaussure & Atkinson that 
under the contract with Lanier & Hoppie the busi- 
ness of the company was to be managed by four 
directors, and Mr. DeS.ussure sent for Hoppie & 
Lanier, and Mr. Lanier came in response to the 
message, and Mr. DeSaussure showed Mr. Lanier 
a letter which had been prepared forthe signature 
of DeSaussure & Atkinson and was in substance 
that the causes which led to the election of Mr, 
Stewart as directot no lounger existed, and they 
had no objection to Mr, Stewatt’s resigning. 
Lanier stated that he had no objection to that 
letter. It was shown to Mr. Stewart and he de- 
clined to resign. 

Later on the Atkinson syndicate began to press 
Lanier & Hoppie for the balance due on the 
stock, and inorder to get more time Lanier & 
Hloppie asked us to endorse their notes for §$21,- 
000, and secure our endorsement by mortgages 
on our real estate. H. L. Woodward en- 
dorsed the notes and mortgaged his real estate to 
S°cure it, but Mountain refused to do 80, 

It was upon the distinct written agreement 
when Woodward signed as endorser, that the 
coinpany shonld be managed by four directors. 
At the annual meeting in January last, Lanier & 
Hoppie insisted on electing Stewart a director for 

another year, which was done by theirs and Stew- 
art’s votes, Mr, Stewart had no interest in the 
road, and has none now, and don’t claim any 
intercst in the two shares of stock. Atthe meet- 
ing in January, said Stewart, acting as director, 
by the votes of Lanier & ‘Hoppie and 
Stewart, an entirely new set of by- 
laws were made, which, we think, 
are utterly subversive of the interests of the 
company, andin gross and flagrant violation of 
the solemn contract with said Lanier & Hoppie. 

Now we filed our petition to enjoin Stewart from 
acting as director, to require the delivery up of 
oue Share of stock which belongs to us, and tu en- 
join the execution of these by-laws. 

The court granted a temporary injunction, and 
we are anxjous to have the case heard. 

Now the feaders of The Journal are regaled with 
a flatulent statement, which was no doubt dictated 
by Soine person interested in the case, about afti- 
davits, made by sundry persons impeaching the 
management of Mr. Mountain asan officer of the 
company. 

The most casual reader is obliged to see that the 
sole purpose of thearticle in The Journal 18s to 
manufacture public sentiment against our side of 
the case, and to divert public attention from the 
real issue therein. 

That editorial states in the heading that affi- 
dayits are made by members of the Atkinson 
Syndicate, charging Mr. Mountain with excessive 
drinking, whereas the fact is that our counsel was 
served.on yesterday with about twenty affidavits 
made by sundry persons, who have heretofore 
been in the service of the company, the most of 
theiu who have been discharged from our ¢fer- 
vice, some for drunkenness, some for inefliciency 
and others for causes good and suflicient. We 
understand itto be wholly unwarranted for a 
oui: te to print the contents of a false and 

scandalous document before it is filed in office 
aud beco:nes a part of the record of a case. 
These aflidavits referred to in The Journal’s 
article have never been filed. 

We exject to be able to overwhelmingly refute’ 
Statements in said aftidavita as talse in fact, 
should it become material to doso. And, by way 
of reply thereto now, we subjoin the affidavit of 
Some twenty-seven employes of the company, 
being all except one, which speaks for itself. 

And we subjoin alsothe aflidavit of Mr. Henry 
Lanier, one of the defendants, and who is a di- 
rector in the company, and who is in immediate 
and close alliance with J. H. Mountain daily in. 
the. transaction of the . business of the 
coimpany. These aflidavits speak for 
themselves andi!certainly should set at rest the ac- 
cusation as being false. ‘The Journal states Mr. A. 
IP. Stewart planked down $5,000 asa donation. The 
fact is he did donate some, but insisted on our 
company running the road 80as to give him about 
a frontage of one mile, which we did. He paid 
$10,090 for the property about a year before that, 
and claims that since the road has been built to 
have been offered $60,000 for said tract. 

We have given nearly two years of our time to 
the road without pay. We. started the enterprise 
and procured the means tO build the road, and w 
think we are capable of voting our stock and 
managing our part of the enterprisé without the

AN INTERESTING TRIAL. 


E. L. Turner Is Being Tried for the Rob- 
bery of Allon’s Mills Postofifice. 


FE. L. Turneris on trial in the United States 
ee court for robbing the postoffice at Allen’s 
ills. 
On May 25, 1889, the postoffice was robbed of a 
Sinall amount of money, and on July 3, 1889, 
it was again relieved of all the money and postage 
stamps on hand. The robbery was repeated in 
June, 1890, and November, 1891. It is alleged that 
on each of these dates Turner was at the mill and 
that his conduct was such as to arouse suspicion. 
The evidence is purely circumstantial and ten- 
penny*coins are playing a prominent part. 
The postmaster at Allen’s Mills states in his 
testimony that when the last robbery was made 
there were ten copper':cent pieces in the 
drawer, and that one-cent pieces are rarely ever 
used in the country districts outside of tho post- 
oflices, There 1s testimony from another source 
that afew daysafterthe robbery had been com- 
mitted, Turner bought a five-cent cigar and a 
cents’ worth of candy at Villa Rica, near Allen's 
Mills postoftice, both of which he paid for with 
one-cent pieces, making ten in ali, the identified 
number stolen from the postoffice. 
The case is being ably conducted on both sides 
and is attracting considerable attention. The 
trial will probably occupy the entire session of 
today’s court.

qo Hacon Lawyers Get Into a Misun- 
derstanding, 


AND THE ARGUMENT BECOMES CUTTING. 


Messrs. Hope Polhill and Arthur Dasher 
: Come Together inan Effective 
Manner. 


Macon, Ga., February 16.—[Special.]— 
Messrs. Hope Polhilland Arthur Dasher, two 
young members of the Macon bar, engaged in 
a very serious difficulty today, about 11 0’clock. 
Polbill is a member of the firm of Giles, Pres- 
ton & Polhill, and Dashor is of the firm of 
Dasher & Jones. Polhill was very severely 
cut in soveral places by Dasher, and Dasher 


was knocked down. 

From all accounts. it seems that Messrs. 
Dasher and Polhill, who are commissioners in 
the case of Phillips vs. the East Tennessee 
road, were taking the testimony of Mr. T.- 8. 
Sanford. During the hearing Commissioner 
Polhill wrote the evidencein a manner utn- 
satisfactory to Mr. Dasher, whereupon the 
latter insisted upon: its being stricken out. 
The hearing continued after some words had 
passed, and when finished Mr. Dasher went 
out of the rcom to get a blotter. Mr. Polhill 
followed him intothe hall and, feeling ag- 
grieved at the language used by Mr. Dasher, 
asked iim for an explanation. 

The two returned into the room and, the 
explanation being ‘unsatisfactory, engaged in 
a war of words, which terminated in Mr. Pol- 
hil! being siruck by Mr. Dasher in the face. 

During the difficulty Mr. Dasher drew a 
small two-bladed penknife and, opening it, 
made several dashes At his opponent. One cut 
made a gash on the left side of Mr. Polhill’s 
nose, extending from the: left eye to the lip, 
another made a slight cut on the forehead, a 
third was a stab in the right wrist and a fourth 
a stab on the head. 

Mr. Dasher was knocked down, it is said, 
bat was not otherwise hurt. 

When the attorneys were separated Polhill 
was bleeding profusely from his wounds. He 
wis taken at once to the ofiiceof Dr. Mettauer, 
and he and Dr. Etheridge sewed up the cuts 
andsenthimtohis.home. Attorney Dasher 
returned to his office. 

Mr. Dasher, when seen, said: ‘I deeply de- 
plere ti:!s occurrence, for I was trying simply 
to defen myself. The examination was ajl 
right until Mr. Polhill wrote the interrogato- 
ries ani answers wrong, when I said I wanted 
it conducted fairand equare. JI had not in- 
tended this as a reflection on Mr. Polhill, for 
he afterwards agreed with the witness and 
myse!f, and struck it out. 

‘“Whon he came out and asked me for an 
explanation, [told him it was not the time 
aud place for any difficulty. He insisted 
upon it that I had insulted him and forced the 
difficulty upon me. I was simply defending 
myself against aman whois much my supe 
xior physically.” 

‘‘No, sir, I was not knocked down, and 
never let him reach me.” 

Mr. Polhill, when seen by Tue ConsTITU- 
TION man at his heme, No. 120 Park place, 
was propped up in bed, suffering considerably 
from the wounds, which include a deep cut on 
the upper lip. 5 ; 

“We.differed,” said he, “about some evi- 
dence while Mr. Sanford was testifying, and 
from that engaged in.afew warm words.: Mr. 
Daskecr accused me of being unfair towards 
the railroad and said he would not’ see that 
part of the evidence sentin. Isaid it would 
be suppressing evidence and he insisted it 
would not, and from one word to another, we 
were soon applying names to éach other. 

“At the close I asked him for an explana- 
tion. Ihalnothithimand had no idea of 
what he intended to do. f 

“When he struck me the first blow I no- 
ticed a knife in his band, and then I tried to 
catch hold of it and get it away from him. He 
had struck me several times before I knew [ 
was cut. I knocked him down into a corner, 
and before he could get up some one ran up 
and separated us. 

‘'T rocret the affair, indeed, and it would not 
have occurred had he not reflected upon me as 
he did, and then so hastily went to cutting me.

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Their Programme Disarranged. 

It is now pretty well known that the pro- 
tests of the Cleveland men in New York 
city grow out of the fact that their own 
programme for early conventions has been 
upset. It was thought tobe a very deep- 
laid scheme, but it seems to have been 
abandoned in the interests of the assault 
that has been made on the democratic or- 
ganization in New York state. Yet it had 
already proceeded far enough to nullify the 
protests that have been made against the 
early convention in New York. Some of 
Mr. Cleveland’s more thoughtful friends, 
perceiving this, have made an ineffeciual 
effort to stop the futile clatter. They have 
been unsnuecessful. The Cleveland contin- 
gent in New York has committed itself to 
the protest against an early convention, and 
the carefully prepared programme has been 
virtually abandoned. 

What was that programme? The Penn- 
sylvania incident affords a very clear answer 
to that question, even had there been no 
admissions on the part of those who are re- 
sponsible for that incident. Snap judgments 
were to be taken in New England and in all 
the states where the Cleveland men are sup- 
pesed to be in a majority. Pennsyivania 
led off in this movement. The national 
convention had hardly been called before 
the Cleveland men in Pennsylvania had 
begun to select delegates to the state con- 
vention. The movement was put through 
so suddenly that the people never knew 
what had happened until the delegates had 
been selected. No notice was given. The 
democratic organization had nothing to do 
with it. 

The mugwump newspapers had just begun 
to crow lustily over the success of this move- 
ment when the call came in New York for 
an early convention. Then there was 
flutter. Here was plainly an infringement 
on the patent of the Cléveland contingent; 
here was direct competition with the muzgz- 
wump programme. It was not to be tol- 
erated. The Pennsylvania ‘‘snap’’ was for- 
gotten, and the effect of it destroyed by the 
protest against the action of the democratic 
organization. The protest was so bitter 
that it extended to the republicans, and a 
great many of these distinguished patriots 
joined with’ the mugwumps, the goldbugs 
and the money sharks to swell the audience 
at the Cooper Union meeting. 

The snap Action of Pennsylvania was to 
have been followed by snap action in the re- 
publican states of New England and of the 
northwest. But the protest in New York 
has called a halt to this movement, and 
now the mugwumps and the goldbugs are at 
sea. Their programme has disappeared; 
they have discounted the snap action of 
Pennsylvania, and troubles loom before 
them. 

There is but one way out of it for the 
democrats who have identified themselves 
with the mugwump movement, namely, to 
make early announcement that while they 
prefer Mr. Cleveland they will heartily sup- 
port the nominee of the democratic conven- 
tion. 

An Eloquent Tribute. 

Among the tributes paid last week by the 
representatives in congress to their dead 
colleague, the Hon. W. H. F. Lee, of Vir- 
ginia, the speech of Amos Cummings was 
perhaps the most notable, 

Mr. Cummings spoke tenderly cf the 
knightly spirit and loving heart of his dead 
friend, the son of the illustrious Lee whose 
family had a lineage too illustrious for praise, 
anescutcheon too bright for adornment, 
reaching back for centuries loyal to honor 
and truth.

Cummings said that he could now speak of 
our civil war with satisfaction, and not with 


reluctance. He said:

The buard of trustees will consist of nine mem- 
bers, and will be selected by the generalgcouncil 
at the first meeting in March. 

By that time the hospital 
ished and the contractors will have surren- 
dered the keys to the city. The keys 
will find a resting place in the hands of Mayor 
Hemphill until the board ef trustees is elected 
and organiged, when they will be surrendered to 
the board. i. Turner, of the fifth ward, it was 
who tovok the first steps toward providing for a 
government of the hospital when the building was 
completed. It was in the way of a resolution 
ornate the board of trustees with nine members, 
three to be elected tor three years, three for six 
years and three for nine years, the full term of 
office to be nine years. 

‘‘Nine years,” says Mr. Turner, “is a long term 
of office, and nearly everybody objects to it at first 
glance, But,-on the other hand, when any one 
studies the situation the long term becomes an 
essential feature. The hospital will be Atilanta’s 
greatest charity and it takes a long experience to 
enable one to dispense charity judiciously. For 
that reasdn, if for no other, the term should be 
long.” 

But who will the council select as the nine 
trustees? 

It goes without saying that Hon. Joe Hirsch 
will:be one of the trustees. The indications, too, 
are that he will not only be the first one clected 
but th.t he will be elected for nine years. Then, 
too, it may be safely asserted that he will be 
elected chairman of the board when it organizes. 

Dr. A. W. Calhoun will more than probably 
elected another member of the board. 

Dr. William Perrin NicgjJson has been men- 
tioned, too, as one of the ‘trustees, and may be 
found on the board. * 

Mr. S. M. Inman, who has given much of his 
time to the work, is almost a certain member. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper, who has worked as hard 
and faithfully as any one for the hospital, is being 
enthusiastically mentioned by his friends as one 
of the trustees. He would be a good one, too. 

Mr. Jacob Elsas, who was and is yet one of the 
committee to which the construction of the buiid- 
ing was entrusted, will, in all probability, bea 
member.

AN EXCHANGE .IN TROUBLE. 


The Business Manager Bound Over to the 
Superior Court. 


~ The alliance exchange at Heflin, Ala., is 
under a heavy weight of woes. 

A few weeks ago its business eye not fully 
insured, was: burned down, and it has lost a 
great deal through the decline in cotton. 

On yesterday its business manager, J. R. 
Graham, was bound over to the superior court 
under an ironclad bond of $1,000 to answer to 
the charge of larceny after trust. 

Several months ago Graham purchased 
guano to the amount of $1,500 from the Mari- | 
etta Guano Company. He bought it from the 
secretary, W. M. McKenzie, a brother to the 
shoe merchant on Whitehall street, 

Graham received the fertilizer and sold it 
to farmers in and about Cleburn county. They 
paid him in notes, amounting in all to about 
seventeen hundred dollars. These notes the 
alliance manager sent to the guano company 
for collateral security. 

In the latter pats of last year the Marietta 

firm turned the notes over to Graham again 
for collection. He gotthe money and it is 
charged that then, instead of paying it to the 
guano company, he appropriated it io his own 
use. 
Graham states that he invested the money 
in cotton and has it now stored in Anniston 
awaiting arise in the market. At any rate 
the money belonged in Marietta and never 
reached there. 

In-January the alliance store in Heflin 
was burned to the ground. There was an 
insurance licy with a _ three-fourths 
clause covering it. Two weeks ago Graham 
came to Atlanta to collect it—$3,300inall. It 
was then that Mr. McKenzie came here, too, 
and made a formal: demand for the money 
owed his firm.

NEW YORK, February 16.—Yesterday’s ramors seem 
to have underestinyated Mr. Neill’s ideas with regard 
to the size of the crop. His opinion, as expressed 
formally today, is that this year’s production will be at 
least 900,009 baies. The influence of his opinion is, 
however, apparently greater abroad than here. It de- 
pressed the Liverpool market about 3-64d, but by 1 
o’vlock today contracts in New York were selling at 
last night’s prices, having promptly recovered an early 
loss of from four to five points. The receipts at the 
ports are estimated at 36,000 bales against 51,000 last 
week and 21,000 last year. Except for the steadiness 
which today has prevailed, despite the bearish features 
that have come to the surface, there is no special de- 
vclopments ofimportarce. Our cables continue to re- 
port an improved tone to the business doing in Man- 
chester, and it seems not untikely that if the market 
rewains steady for the next week or two, an inereased 
demand for spot cotton may arise from that quarter. 
Now, however, that the bulk of this year’s production 
has been sold by the-farmers, it seems to us that an 
advance in the market would be against the best in- 
terests of the agricultural community, aa it would en- 
courage the extension of the acreage rathorthan a re- 
duction and make possible another enormous crop 
next year, which would leave the south in a condition

Will Be Given Governor Taylor in At- 
lanta Thursday. 


A RECEPTION WITH GOVERNOR NORTHEN. 


Tennesseeans Enthusiastic Over the Ora- 
tor-Governor’s Visit—Introduced 
by Hon, Clark Howell, 


Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, will be 
warmly received in Atlanta. His fame long 
ago crossed the border, and he is well known 
to Georgia. The Tennessceans in Atlanta will

Mr. Wash Collier Secures a Temporary Stay 
inthe Proceedings Against Him. 

The property of Mr. Wash Collier will not be 
sold on the first Tuesday in March at public out- 
cry by Sheriff Morrow. 

An order restraining Sheriff Morrow from sell- 
ing the property, or proceeding further in the 
case, was signed by Judge Richard H. Clark yes- 


terday morning. 
The bill for injunction was tendered to Jud 
Clark a gaa | morning, and is quite a bulky 
document. Mr. Collier sets up a very interesting 
suit. The defendants are Mr, T. M. 
Armistead, tax receiver ; Mr, A. if 
Stewart, tax collector, and Sheriff J. W. Morrow. 
ln the bill Mr, Collier states that he correctly 
made a return of his real cstate on July 1, 1891. 
The return was made on one of the. printed forms 
used for the purpose, and the return placed the 
Ph pe at a iair valuation. His figures were 
142,405, 
oo Receiver Armistead was displeased with 
the valuation placed on the property. The out- 
come of the dispute was the appointment of a 
board of assessors, to assess the valu? of the 
ruperty. This board was composed of Mr. Phil 
{arralson, Mr. George 8S. Lowndes and Mr. 
George W. Adair. ‘This board fixed the value of 
the real estate at $275,000. Six hundred and fifty 
acres of land were assessed at $200 per acre, after 
it had been iven in by Mr. Collier 
at $125 per acre. r. Adair dissented from the 
report of the board. 

{r. Armi2tead adopted the report of the board 
and entered Mr. Collier’s real estate on the tax 
books at a valuation of $275,000. Those figures Mr. 
Collier alleges to be ‘grossly excessive and out- 
rageously dispropurtionate.”’ 

r. Collier holds thatthe board had no legal 
right to make an assessment. 

The value of his city property was fixed by 
himself at $55,000, but itappears onthe tax re- 
ceiver’s books at $75,000. 

He tendered to Mr. A. P. Stewart $1,204.68 in 

ayment of his taxes, but Collector Stewart re- 

used to take it, and issued an execution against 
him for $2,890.95. Captain Morrow levied on a lot 
belonging to him on the corner of Ellis and Ivy 
streets, in the sixth ward. This lot he claims is 
worth three or four times as much as the amount 
of tax still claimed to be due. 

Mr. Collier prays that the fi. fa. be quashed, and 
the amount of his taxes be fixed at the amount 
paid by him. 

Judge Richard H. Clark signed the order re- 
straining Sheriff Morrow from proceeding further 
in the matter until a final hearing of the bill is 
had. He appointed March 12th for the hearing of 
the bill before 70cm Marshall J. Clarke.
